The posters bore 
the address Box 143, Hanover, Pa., I 
and were headed, “On W hat Side Arej 
Y o u?” questioning the loyalty 
f the 
priest to the United S tates and charg­ 
ing that he was dominated by the! 
Pope. 
Act Perplexing to Priest 
The placards and propaganda were 
distributed, 
according 
to 
Father 
Whalen, during a picnic held at the 
Mary Jemison park, by a group of 
people, from Hanover, for on tho day 
a fte r the picnic the posters and signs 
of the klan were discovered. 
F ath er 
Whalen 
stated 
that 
he 
answered the query, declaring in his} 
letter: 
“ I know w hat side you are 
o n —the backside,” and 
further

pressed his perplexity at the invasion 
of the mission, when the visitors had ! 
been shown every hospitality when 
perm itted to use the park for their 
picnic.
